Ultra-Violet Rays Keep Animals In 
; Good Condition 
Ultra-violet light is reported to be 
a boon to the British stock farmer. | 
maintaining cows, race 
health during 
the sunless months of winter, It is 
improving their condition so that 
they bring a higher price in the mar- 
ket, according to V. M. Weall, a 
south of England farmer, in Surrey, 
who experimented with pigs. Twelve} 
pigs were ‘treated with ultra-violet | 
light for three minutes daily when 
they were 10 to 12 weeks old, and 
the time of treatment was gradually 
increased to 20 minutes. This 
maintained until the animals were 
sold.at the age of 20 weeks. Twelve 


was 


‘without light treatment. All 24 
were sold on the same day, and in 
levery case the irradiated pigs sold 
for a higher price than the untreat- 
ed animals. The extra money ob- 
tained for.each pig was said to be 
14 times the cost of the operation of 
the quartz lamps which were used 
‘for the irradiation.
